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Theſe a are the Ungrateful, the Dass, the Flatterers who 


commend; Vice, the malicious Cenſurers who endea- 
wur to ſully the brighteſt Virtue ; in fine, thoſe who 
have raſhly bd dene without conſidering Things, 
and thereby have prejudiced the Reputation of the In- 
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think it neceſſary to make this publick 
Declaration; viz, That I ſpall take no 
notice of any Paragraph or Advertiſe-

part of his whole Libel; for, as ſtated by 


him, they really are ſo; tho' I am ſure they 
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never happened, but are meerly Creatures of 
his own wicked Imagination, which, in con- 
ſequence of them, has dednocd fo many low. 


Reflections and invidious Inſinuations. 
That this little Libeller has ſtated falſe 


Facts, and thence drawn wrong Concluſions, 
that he has made Speeches for other Perſons, 
that he has impudently uſed Gentlemen's 
Names, without their liberty, to authorize 
Calumnies they never thought of, in ſhort, 
that the whole Pamphlet is a Compendium 
of Malice, Scandal, and Falſhood, 1 ſhall 
_ plainly ſhew in the following Sheets.

| haſty Retreat back with a few naked Indians 


Priſoners. But I think it was not cuſtom- 


ary in thoſe Days for the Colonels of Caro- 


lina to receive the Thanks of their Auguſt 
Houſes for their Toils and Labours. 
I ſhall leave to the Judgment of the Reader 


the Poſſibility of reconciling our Author's 
ſtating the above- mentioned Facts with his 


boaſted Candour and Impartiality, and whe- 
ther it is not obvious that he intended ſome 
little inſinuating Reflections on the late Ex- 


pedition, which he imagined might weigh 
ſomething with a Reader unacquainted with 


the Strength of St. Auguſtine in 1702, and 


in 1740: Whereas a fair Relator would have 
mentioned, that in 1702 the Town had no 


Intrenchments, and but 400 Men; and in 
1740 ſtrong Intrenchments regularly flanked 


with many Pieces of Cannon, and upwards 


of 1400 Men.

tions about it aroſe from the Letters of his 
Excellency General Oglethorpe to that Go- 


vernment; but, as if aſhamed of the firſt 
Truth he writes, immediately falls into a long 


Train of Miſ-repreſentations relating to the 


ſeveral Tranſactions and Debates held con- 
cerning tlie Expedition, and the Speeches 


therein made: To prove which, I ſhall here 
fairly ſtare the whole Proceeding. 


His Excellency General Ot \lethorpe having C 
received his Majeſty's Orders to annoy the 
Spantaras, out of his known Zeal for his 
Majeſty's Service, and the Good of the Pro- 
vinces under his Command, immediately ſent 
ſeveral preſſing Letters to the Lieutenant Go- 
vernor of South. Carolina, to excite a vigorous 


and ſpeedy Reſolution of giving all the ne- 


ceſſary Aſſiſtance towards forming the Siege 
of Se. Auguſtine (as by thoſe Letters in the 
APPENDIX annexed appears); and further to 
promote it, from October 1739, to March 
following, «ent ſeveral of his Officers to 

_ Charles-Town on that Occaſion; and in the 


beginning of Fanuary ſent to the Lieutenant- 


Governor a Schedule of the neceſſary Force, 


Artillery, Proviſion, Materials, &c. for ſuch 


an Expedition; and at the ſame time, and 

in all his other Letters, conſtantly preſſed a 
ſpeedy Reſolution, in order to attack the Place 
before Succours could arrive there: But ſuch 
was 
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1 
Was their Indolence or Infatuation, that the 
Time which ſhould have been ſpent in Ac- 


tion, was idly loſt. in long and tediops De- 


bates in both their Houſes, where the under- 


taking of ſuch an Expedition in any ſhape 
met with a very ſtrong Oppoſition from 


ſeveral Members: At laſt it was reſolved 
that they were not able to execute what the 


General had propoſed ; but forming another 
Scheme of their own, ſent it to his Excel- 


lency in the Beginning of March 1728; 
who finding that all the preſſing Inſtances 
made them, the repeated Expreſſes ſent them 


to expedite the Affair, were wholly unavail- 


ing; and the Lieutenant-Governor and ſome 
of the Council ſending him word that no- 


thing could be done without his Preſence, 
went himſelf to Charles-Town, where he 


arrived the 26th of March 1740. 
Here I muſt return back to our Pamphle- 


teer, and can't avoid taking notice of one 


fundamental Error (to call it no worlſe ) 


which he is guilty of in repreſenting the 
Tranſactions at Charles-Towr: after the Ge-

ver? Strange Triflers ! However his Excel- 


lency, deſirous to bring the Expedition to 
ſomething, bore with all their little Petu- 
lancies and Waywardneſs, and ſubmitted to 


a Conference, 1 in which, had I an Inclination 


to imitate the little Libeller's Example, 1 


have a moſt ample Field of Ridicule, to ex- 


patiate on the many wiſe and fi gnificant 


Speeches made by ſome of the Members 8 
But as my ſole Aim is to reſcue Truth out 
of the Hands of a little calumniating Nar- 


ratiſt, I hardly think it worth my while to 


expoſe the Abſurdities and Oddities of a 


few ridiculous Aſſembly-Men: However, 


to give my Reader a little inſight into the 
Underſtanding of ſome of them, I can't

— such were

one or other during the whole Courſe of 
their Deliberations; ſome indeed, more ſen- 


ſible of the Advantage that would reſult ro 


the Province, by an Attack upon Horida, 


ſpoke very earneſtly in favour of the Expe- 
dition, expatiating very fully on the Danger 
they muſt expect to be in, if the Spaniards 
were not timely attacked; but concluded 
in a very pathetick manner on the bad Si- 
tuation of their Province, owing to two 
ſevere Diſtempers which had lately raged

To which 


the General reply'd, That he was greatly 


concerned for the Miſery of their Circum- 


ſtances, and was very unwilling to increaſe = 


them by a large Expence ; that he was con- 


vinced a ſmaller Number of Forces (if they 
began to act whilſt the Weather was cool, 
and betore Succours came from the Hoe- 

vannah

vannah to St. Auguſtine) would meet with 
more Succeſs than a larger Number in an 
improper Seaſon : Therefore, that he would 
make an Attempt with what Force they 
could then ſpare, and keep the Field till 
fuch time as more could be had ; but as the 
Preparations propoſed were but ſmall, great 
Succeſs could not well be expected. And 
being ask'd, How he would attempt the 

Place ? his Excellency reply'd, That he muſt 
be on the Spot, before any Meaſures for 
Action could be fixed on. And therefore 
again preſs'd a ſpeedy Reſolution, that he 
might not be kept ſpending his Time in idle 
Deliberations, when he ought to be in Ac- 
tion. On this they ſeemed a little more 
alert, and promiſed to get what they could 
ready immediately ; when the next Day a 
freſh Difficulty was ſtarted, vi. the Want of 
Ready-. Money. To anſwer which, the Gene- 
ral offered them the Loan of 4000 J. Sterling. 
And accordingly an Act was paſſed for bor- 
rowing the ſame, and the Money depoſited 
in the Hands of Mr. Fennys and Mr. Mani- 
gault their Treaſurer in Charles-Town at 
2 per Cent. leſs than their Common Inte- 
reſt, which they afterwards did not uſe: A 
plain ſign that the Objection of Want of 
Money was only ſtarted by way of Delay ! 
This was the Reſult of the Conference. But

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I muſt now return to our Author, and ſhew 


how wickedly he has miſrepreſented the 
Speech of his Excellency. at this Confer- 
ence, His Words are as follow :

che Reader to judge. 
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2 J can't gueſs by what Fatality it comes to 


paſs, that his Excellency and Commodore 
Pierce ſeem chiefly to be under the Diſ- 
pleaſure of this little Calumniator; for no 


ſooner has he miſrepreſented the Words of 
the firſt, but he does the like by the other, 


whom he forces to ſay the following Words, 
viz. They ought all to be hanged if they 
did not take 15 in a ſhort Time Whereas 


what the Commodore ſaid Was, That they, 


meaning the People of Carolina, ought to 
be all hanged if they did not embrace that 
Opportunity of taking Sr. Auguſtine. The

The Author certainly forgets the 300 Pioneers 


which were always promis d to follow, but 
never came; and as to their Inability of procu- 


ring Horſe, Imuſt beg leave to remind him of 


the Engagement Capt. Wright and his Troop 


of Horſe: made to the General in Charles- 
Ton, of coming by Land to Sr. Augu- 


ſtine; for which Purpoſe his Excellency 


ordered ſome of his Rangers to wait for 
them on the River Savannah; which ha- 
ving ſome time done to no purpoſe, they 


march'd by themſelves over the Main to 


Fort De Poopa ; and croſſing there, they 
came to Of. Aupuſiine; but the Carolina 


Troopers and their Leaders thought it much 


more ſafe and commodious to come in a 


Man of War, leaving their Horſes behind 


them. What Service they did there, and 
how they behaved, I may hereafter ſhew: 
I believe it would have been as well, had they 


ſtay'd behind with the 200 additional Men 
the Aſſembly was pleaſed to vote, which 
neyer came, nor did I ever hear they were 


raiſed; and our Author has Modeſty enough 
not to ſay they were; though I think the Aſ- 
ſembly much- obliged to him for letting the 


World know their kind Intentions. The addi- 


tional Strength of the Schooner was much of 


the ſame nature; for Commodore Pierce ha- 
ving deſired the Lieutenant - Governor to ſend 
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a Veſſel of ſmall Draught of Water, which 
then lay at Charles-Town to be ſold, he, 
cout of his better Judgment, thought one 

| Which drew as much as a King's Sloop e- 
qually ſerviceable. 

The Author having thus through the 
Courſe of 20 Pages flouriſhed and exulted 
in a long Train of Miſrepreſentations and 
Falſhoods, in five Pages gives us a ſhort De- 
tail of the whole Expedition ; in which I 
muſt beg leave to remind him of two very 
great Miſtakes; one in Page 24, where he ſays, 
About the ſame time 200 Sailors from the 
Ships were landed under the Command of 
Captain Warren, Captain Laws, and the 
Honourable Captain Townſhend, 

UNere had the Author been an impartial 
Relator, he would have added, that the 


General with Part of his Regiment landed 


firſt with Captain Warren, and the Indians, 
Soldiers and Sailors, and after forming, or- 
dered Major Heron, with a Party of Soldiers, 


to diſlodge the Spaniards from a Battery on 


the Sand- banks at the Entry of the Harbour; 
which he accordingly did. 
Page 26, the Author affirms an abſolute 
| Falſhood; Afﬀer this Colonel Vanderduſſen 
foyn d the General's Regiment on the Main, 
from whence they retreated to St. John's. 
Vanderduſſen did not join the General, for

he made a very haſty and diſorderly Re- 


treat to Sf. Johns, and left the General 


behind him on the Main; who having ſe- 
cured the Retreat of the whole, arrived at 
St. John's about three Days after him. 


1 had almoſt overlook'd another mean 
Inſinuation of the Author in this very Page, 


where he ſays, Though the General burnt a 
great Quantity of Proviſions, Arms, &c. 
on his Retreat, notwithſlanding there 
were two empty Boats which might have 
carried them off. He ſhou'd have been 
told here, among his other Informations, 
that Lieutenant Maxwell applied to Colonel 


Vanderduſſen for the Uſe of his empty 


Boats for that Purpoſe, which was denied 
him; and that the Periagua belonging to 
the General, which might have carried off 


that Proviſions, was ſunk by the Gallies. 
Page 27, our Author mentioning the 
Mortification of Colonel Vanderduſſen, in- 


troduces his Excellency General Oglethorpe 
endeavouring to pacify him, by ſhewing 

him his Orders, which he, like a great and 

mighty Man, ſcorns to give himſelf the 
Trouble to ſee. This Story is very likely! 
and given us either as an Inſtance of the 
Fertility of the Writer's Imagination, or 
elſe a Miſtake ariſing from the following 
Caſe; for upon General Oglethorpe's ap- 
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plying to Vanderduſſen at Ft. John's for 
100 Men to aſſiſt in keeping Poſſeſſion of 
that Shore and Inlet till more Force could 
be raiſed, and Pioneers, Materials and a 


proper Train of Artillery got in order to 


form a regular Siege, which was thought 
might be done by October following. This 


diſguſted Carolina Colonel ſaid he could 
not anſwer it to his Orders. The Story 


was ſomething about Orders, it ſeems; 


and the Author chooſes to have it in his 
own way. How likely that looks, let 


the Reader judge. And here, though his 
Excellency might have very juſtly order- 


ed what he then requeſted, yet on ac- 


count of the Promiſe he made to the Go- 


vernment of Carolina, that he would not 
detain any of their People without thear 
Conſent, he chole to apply. 


Page 28, Our Author, in a long Flow of

tion; and the conſtant and ſincere Attach- 
ment of the Indians to us ever ſince has 


been ſo conſpicuous, that we have now, and 


ever ſince that Time, had Parties of them 
out on Florida, who make Incurſions to 


the very Walls of St. Auguſtine, and 


feldom return without killing or taking 


Priſoners; particularly at one time a Sa- 


niſh Lieutenant of Horſe and one of his 


Men; and ſince that, their faithful Beha- 


viour in the late Invaſion in this Province 
(when the Enemy had ſuch Superiority 


of Numbers) muſt certainly evince, that 
our Arms are not ſo contemptible as the 
Author would repreſent, and perhaps wiſhes .

ous Reflections: Page zo, he ſays, That

But 
this little Reaſoner about Things he con-

Auguſtine and the πaniſb Garriſon of yr. 
Mark, and prevented the Junction of that

Garriſon, which would have been a great 


Reinforcement to St. Auguſtine. And it is 


well known, that in Colonel Moore's Ex- 


pedition, a Body of Apalache Indians were 
expected down by that very Road; and du- 


ring the late Siege, ſeveral of our Indians 


paſſed by that Fort to our Aſſiſtance, and 
many more would have come, had not the 
Carolina Traders in the Nation interrupted 


the General's Agent there, and even pro- 


moted a Deſign of deſtroying him, and by 


many wicked Speeches and Artifices pre- 
vented their coming down. 


In his 32d Page the Author ſays, It may 
well be ſuppoſed, that landing the Forces 
at St. John's, and marching from thence 


0 St. Auguſtine by Fort Diego, which was 
about forty-five Miles very bad Way, was 


Very injudicious, in compariſon to landing 
them at Pupa, which is about fifteen, 
and a very good Road, &c. How wan- 
tonly does this Wretch ſacrifice Truth to 
the Rancour of his Heart! Ir is well known 
to every oneat the Expedition, that the Road 


by Fort Dzego is a very good one, and but 


thirty-eight Miles, great part of which is broad

The Author having thus made a good 
Road a bad one, and a bad a good one, puts

In the firſt place, there were no haſty or 

_ «unprofitable Marches, no Soldiers (I hope 
he does mean the Carolina People) enfeebled 
or diſpirited, none died under Fatigue (un- 
leſs he means one who died in a Fit) none 


unable to proceed, no Complaints of miſe- 


rable Oeconomy, and ſcanty Diſtribution of 


Proviſion (except he means one Day at Moo- 
ſa) no ſevere Hardſhips, no early Deſertion 


but of one Man, who afterwards proved to 
be an 1:þ Roman Catholick, and I am 
very ſure he can give no Inſtances. Cer- 
tainly this Fellow muſt have felt ſome in- 
ward Stings, let him be never ſo wicked, 


when he laid ſo many ſcandalous Charges to 


the Character of One noted for Benevo- 


lence : But if he has lived in Charles-Town, 


J am not at all ſurprized, and don't doubt, 


but he might there have met with Com- 


plaints of this nature; for I am well aſſured, 

that to the greateſt Part of the Carolina Peo- 
ple every March towards the Enemy was too 
haſty, every March, the Reaſon for which 
they could not underſtand, unprofitable. 


That 
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That they were generally enfeebled and diſs 


pirited, I grant, eſpecially their Volunteers, 
great part of whom had not Spirit enough 
to die under Fatigue, but with a cautious 
Fear deſerted the Enterprize, even before the 
Arrival of their independant Captain. The 


Murmurs and Complaints of ſuch Men as 
theſe our Author has impudently aſcribed, 
without the leave of one Man in it, to the 


General's Regiment, for which both the Of- 
ficers and Men are certainly much obliged 
to him: Amongſt them there were no ſevere 
Hardſhips talked of; to the Carolina People 
their Duty was ſo: But ſuppoſing there were 
quick Marches, Fatigues, and ſhort Allow- 
ances, I fancy this civil Commentator on 
military Affairs can hardly inſtance a Cam- 
paign, where they have not ſometimes been 
felt, and ſeverely too; and yet the Com- 
mander not wickedly charged with Inhu- 


manity. In the preſent Caſe I am ſure the

Whence 
then this monſtrous Imputation! Indeed, 
if to promote Diſcipline, Hardineſs, Expedi- 
tion and Perſeverance implies it, his Excel- 
lency has much to anſwer for; but theſe are 
military Virtues, unknown and too ſeyere 
to the tendereffeminate Conſtitutions of Men 


pampered up in Luxury and Rioting, in Plea- 


ſures ariſing from the heavy Labours of poor 


miſerable Slaves; but without them, what 
Man can be deemed a Soldier? Every Man 
can fight, a Carolina Man can fire a Gunz 
but is that the ſole Eſſential? Their Anceſ= 


tors, the Pirates, would have. [corned ta have 


called Marching a Hardſhip ; and tho Foxy 
were Rogues, they had Courage. 
But to return to our Author: He ſays, Page 3 
35, We have already obſerved General Ogle- 
thorpe fold the Committee, it was very likely 
he might carry the Town the firſt Night: In 


anſwer to which I muſt tell Tag I have 
already obſerved, that the ere never told 


the Committee any ſuch ching; but told 
the Lieutenant-Governor, an ee the 


Council, that he might carry it, in cafe it 


was not intrenched. However, the Author, 
taking it for granted, proceeds and jays; And 
indeed, by all Appearances, it is probable he 
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Ar my, with which bereconnoitred it, ex peed 
that Service, and expreſſed an Ardour for it ; 

but, inſtead of that, we } of told, that himſelf 
and [ome Officers went up to the Walls with e- 
veral Drums; and after alarming the Garri- 


ſon,marched back to Diego 2th flying Colours, 


&c. I ſhould be glad to know what Appear- 


ances there were, that ſhewed a Probability 
of taking the Town, had it been attempted 


I have been told by ſeveral then preſcnt, that 
all Appearances ſhewed the contrary, if ſtrong 


Intrenchments are of any ſignification ; nei- 


ther was their any Ardour expreſs'd for ſuch 
an Attempt, becauſe I am ſure it was not 
expected. But to ſhew this little Reaſoner's 


Deficiency in Information, 1 ſhall here give 
ſome Thoughts on that March and Retreat. 


After the General had taken Fort Diego, 
and made it his firſt Head-Quarters, it Was 


thought right to reconnoitre Sr. Auguſtine; 


and the doing it with the greateſt Safety was 
the next Conſideration; and as Horſe was 


greatly wanted, it muſt be done by what they 


had, vis. Foot: And for that Purpoſe, a 


March of 20 Miles was neceſlary; but as 


there was a ſmall Fort, called Mooſa, within 


2 Miles of Sr. Auguſtine, which muſt firſt 
be ſecured before the Garriſon could be re- 
connoitred, and a ſmall Party might be in- 
tercepted and cur off, the whole Was or- 


dered 
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dercd to march: And the firſt Night (for 
they did not air themſelves in, the Sun, as 
this Writer would inſinuate) carry ing a few 
Days Proviſion with them, they marched 
half way, and lay in a little Thicket all the 
next Day, then ſet out again in the Evening, 
and by break of Day (having halted ſeveral 
times) came to Moſa, which was immedi- 
ately abandoned by ſeveral Negroes. At 
Night the General with ſeveral Officers and 
ſome Men reconnoitred the Garriſon, and, 
at the ſame time, ordered Platoons to be fired, 
as Signals to the Men of War, that he was 
arrived there (and not by way of Parade). 
who were, purſuant to a previous Agree- 
ment, to anſwer thoſe Signals, in caſe they 
could have ſent in Sloops and other Veſſels 
of Force to protect a Communication of Boats 
with Proviſions from them to the General 
againſt the Galleys : But thoſe Signals not 
being anſwered, and the General finding the 
Town too ſtrong to be carried Sword in 
Hand, and for want of Carriage and Horſes, 
having no Proviſions, returned the next Day 
to Diego, which was the moſt fatiguing 
March in the whole Expedition, and which 
greatly diſpirited the eee but not 
one Soldier. | 
Page 36, Our Author continues his 1 : 
pearances, ſaying, For ought there 1 
Fey 
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they might have proceeded directly to in- 


trench tbemſelves: With what? they had 


neither Tools, Materials, or Proviſions : 
Planks for Batteries the Lieutenant-Governor 
forgot to ſend, tho' the General often re- 


peated the Neceſſity of that Article; and 


the 300 Pioneers never came, tho always 


promiſed to the laſt. Indeed had the 
Communication with our Shipping been 


effected, it might have been done; but 


not having ſufficient Horſes, no Carriages 


for Artillery, Ammunition, Proviſion, and 
Materials, what was to be done, but forc- 
ing ſuch a Communication ; which was 


afterwards performed : For the General, 


after his Return from Moo/a, as aforeſaid, 


on conſulting the Sea-Ofhcers, was aſſured 


by them, that a Deſcent on St. Anaſtatia 


was neceſſary for that purpoſe. His Excel- 


lency therefore having left a flying Party on 
the Main (with particular Orders, which 


were diſobey'd, as ſhall be hereafter ſpeci- 


fied) and ordered the Carolina Regiment 


and Part of his own to march to Point 


Quartell, embarked with the reſt and ſome 


Indians, and landed on Anaſtatia, as I have 


before recited ; where two Batteries being 
erected, they drove the Gallies to the South- 


ward of the Town, and our Sloops and Schoo- 
ners of Force entered the Harbour. As to the

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Diſtance of the Batteries, it is certain they 


were too far to make Breaches; but as they 
drove off the Gallies, it became eaſy to have

Colonel Cook approved to no purpoſe,

This really is a Piece of Phrygian Wi, 


dom in our Author; for the Supplies here 
talk'd of, were arrived before ever Colonel 
Vanderduſſen ſaw the Place.

could have been of any Service, there it 


was hardly poſſible to have made one, on 
account of the Badneſs of the Road to the 
Place, which was diſtant between three and 
four Miles from the Camp; to have made 


which paſſable for Artillery, would have 


required a long Time, and a Multitude of 


Hands : And as they had neither Pioneers 
or Materials it could not be effected; beſides, 
they had no Cannon for that. purpoſe, un- 
leſs they were to take thoſe from the Bat- 


teries which defended the River, and pre-

Page 45, I can't conceive by whom our 


Author has been informed, that it was at the 
carneſt Entreaty and Inſtance of the Carolina 


Officers the Indians were prevailed on to 

ſtay. For my part, I never heard they in- 
tended to go; and it ſeems quite inconſiſtent 
to me, that thoſe Carolina Officers ſhou'd

ſhall proceed to animadvert a little on the 
extraordinary Vigour here mentioned. 

After the General went over to the Main, 
with a deſign to attack the Town in caſe he 
was ſeconded by the Gallies being at the 
ſame time attacked, as the Sea-Officers pro- 
miſed to do, the Carolina Volunteers ran 
away. Lieutenant-Governor Bull's Son,

Fortreſs that might be detrimental to the 
Engliſh Trade in thoſe Seas, and which has 
ſince greatly proved ſo by little Privateers 
from thence, which, ſince the Commence- 


ment of the War, have taken and carried 
into that Harbour Engliſb Veſlels to the Va- 
lue of 150000 J. at leaſt, and moſt of them 


even off the Bar of Charles-Town ; which 
would have been much greater, had not the 


Georgia Guard-Veſlels, by frequent Cruizes, 
prevented them. The next Thing to be 


conſidered is, the Probability there was of 


obtaining theſe ſeveral Ends; the three firſt 
of which, notwithſtanding the Miſcarriage | 


in the main Point, have been fully an- 


ſwered ; viz. the annoying of the Spani- 


ards, &c. which was certainly greatly done, 


by laying their Country waſte, deſtroying 
ſeveral of their Forts, killing their Cattle 


and Horſes, taking a great Number of the 
Spaniards Priſoners, and killing above 
double the Number we loſt; for tho that 
unfortunate Action at Mooſa happened, yet 


it is an undoubted Truth, that a very great 
Slaughter was made of the Spaniards; 
that Florida, even up to the Walls of St. 


Ant, is, ſince that Expedition, intirely

open; the frequent Incurſions of our In- 


dians, who ſeldom return without killing 
or taking Priſoners, is an evincing Proof. 
Whereas before that Time they could not 
paſs their Out-Forts, neither could the Spa- 


niards, till the laſt Reinforcement, venture 


out even to cut Wood for their Fires; and 


that the Expedition has prevented the Slaves 
of Carolina from running there, plainly ap- 
pears, from not one Slave's deſerting to St. 
Auguſtine ſince; there being no Out-Forts 
to protect them in planting of Land; and 


the Parties of Indians, which the General 


very often ſends out to Florida, render it 
impracticable to cultivate any Ground from 
under the Cannon of Auguſtine; for which 
Reaſon the Governor of that Garriſon is not 
 ſoaſliduous, as formerly, to incite, by Emiſ- 
ſaries in Carolina, a Deſertion amongſt the 
Slaves, becauſe they would now become a 
Burden and an Expence, whereas before 


they were very beneficial. 


The very Attainment of theſe deſirable 
Ends, in my Opinion, as it is the Conſe- 


quence of that Expedition, renders it not 


ſo unſucceſsful. But to proceed, and ſhew 
the great Probability there was of even ta · 
king the Town and Fort of St. Auguſtine. 


Firſt then, it was certain that Sf. Augu- 


ſtine was in great want of Proviſion ; the

the Town might be ſtormed, and carried,

the other was not. 

The General therefore on theſe Gant

a ſpeedy Aſſiſtance, as by thoſe Letters in 


the ArENDIX appears.

dore Pierce, who ordered a T wenty-Gun Ship 
_ conſtantly to cruize off St. Auguſtine, which 
neh regularly relieved; but W : 

for 
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for the Expedition. Whilſt Captain Warren 
was in Charles-Town impatiently waiting 


their Reſolves, Captain Townſhend, who 


had been upon the Cruiſe, returned ; and 
the Bar of St. Auguſtine being for ſome 


time unguarded, thoſe Gallies and Suc- 
cours got in, and Captain Warren the 


firſt Morning he appear'd there was at- 
tack'd by them, and, after a long Engage- 


ment, beat them, and would have deſtroy'd 


ſome of them, had they not run into Shoal- 


Water and eſcaped him. 
This unlucky Relief put an End to all 


Hopes of ſtarving them for ſome Months. 


This alſo prevented ſtorming the Town 
as intended; for the Gallies being Maſters 
of the Harbour, the Boats could make no At- 
_ rack on the Water-ſide when the General lay 


at Moo/a, as J have before mentioned. To re- 


medy which, a Deſcent on the Iſland Ana- 
ſtaſh a was deemed neceſlary, and Batteries 


to be erected there, to drive off the Gallies: 


After erecting of which, as they could do 
no great Damage to the Caſtle, and the 
Gallies running higher up the River to the 
Southward of the Town, it was agreed, 
that the Sea-Officers, and ſome of their 
Sailors, joined with the Carolina Regiment, 
!hould attack the Gallies and the Water- 
tide of the Town, while the General with 


his 
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his Regiment and ſome Indians ſtormed the 


Intrenchments on the Land-ſide, and pro- 
per Signals were ſettled, To accompliſh 
which important Service, his Excellency 
croſs'd to the Main, where he impatiently 


' waited the Signals in vain, tho' he often ſent 
preſſing Meſlages for that purpoſe; for the 


Sea-Officers afterwards thought it too hazar- 
dous an Enterprize, and ſent to acquaint 
the General, that the Seaſon of the Year 
obliged them to go away. Inſtead of Sig- 
nals for the Attack, it was high time then, 


I think, to order a Retreat, eſpecially, as in 


ſpite of ſo many King's Ships, ſeven Veſſels 
with Men and Proviſions got into St. Au- 
guſtine through the Inlet of Metanzas, the 
Weather alſo growing ſultry, and ſeveral of 


the Men falling ſick.

On the 13th Inſtant the Georgia Scout- 
boat lying at Amelia heard five Shot, and 
then thirteen fired in the Woods not far 
from a Plantation of Highland- men. They 
immediately made a Signal, and Part of the 
Garriſon from the Fort advanced, and found 


that 
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that the Spaniards had ſurprized two High 


land- men as they were fetching Fewel out 
of the Wood without Arms, whoſe Heads 


they cut off, and mangled their Bodies. 
On the Party s advancing, the Spaniſh 
Party fled : They conſiſted of Spaniards, 
Negroes and Indians. I look upon this to be 


only the beginning; and if we don't root 
them out from Auguſtine before they can

I can 
march four hundred Men of the Regiment, 
and leave ſufficient for the Garriſons behind 
me. I have order'd three Troops, of twenty 
Men each, to be raiſed ; but have been 
diſappointed of Horſes by Captain Cuthbert's 
Death; ſo I have yet only twelve. If the 
Carolina People will pay them, I believe 
they may raiſe fifty at Puryſburgh, very 
good Men. I ſhould deſire four Months 
Proviſions for four hundred Men of the 
Regiment, of Rice and Meat, with Boats 
for carrying it to Auguſtine, at the Rate of 
one Pound of each per Diem for each Man, 
I have 36 Cohorns and about 1800 Shells. 
Of the People of the Province of Georgia 
cannot draught many, becauſe I muſt not 
leave the Country naked; and as they are 
poor, if they neglect their Planting-Seaſon 
it will be difficult for them to ſubſiſt; 
therefore I would only raiſe two hundred, 
which is equal to the Number of the Sol- 
diers I ſhall leave behind; and this I cannot 
do, unleſs I can pay them, I believe they

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Week; beſides which, there is the Pay 
for the Officers: Therefore, if the Aſſem- 
bly ſhould grant mea Sum ſufficient to pay 
them, and the Proviſions, I would raiſe 
meme. 

This is my Opinion with relation to the 
Preparations for diſlodging the Spaniards at 
Auguſtine ; without which we certainly 


cannot do it. The Legiſlative Power of 
Carolina will be the beſt Judges of the Ser- 


vice it will be to them : For my own part, 


J think, that if we do not take this happy 
Opportunity ofattacking St. Auguſtine whilſt 


it is weak, the Havannab being blocked up 


by our Men of War, which renders them 
incapable of receiving Succours from Cuba, 


North-America, as well as Carolina and this 
Province, will feel it ſeverely : As ſoon as

return, for their Defence; beſides which, 
till the Land- ſide is again blocked up, 
which was entirely open by the Action at 
Mooſa, they can be ſupplied from the main 
Land, and can ſend their uſeleſs Mouths 
out of the Reach of Cannon and Bombs. 
It may perhaps be urged, that this is an 
Enterprize too great for the ſmall Number 
of Men I ſhall have there; but as it is 
neceſſary, and as I know the Nature of the 
Ground, and the Goodneſs of the Men I 
have with me, the ſame Reaſon which 
before prevailed, that is to ſay, the puſhing 
the Enemy before the violent Heats, which 
may occaſion Sickneſs, comes on, ſtill ſub- 
fiſts; and I am perſwaded I can make a 
ſtrong Puſh on that ſide whenever the 
Gallies are attacked (which I hope will be 
long enough before the 5th of July) to 
take Reſolutions upon the Event. 
It is neceſſary to block up the Land-
